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HAT a difference just a few hour’ make! 

It is seldom that the mass of people be- 

lieve before a general election that a gov- 

emment is going to be defeated, particularly one 
that has been in power for a long time. 

Even when the Ross government in Ontario 
made its last appeal to the electors, when it was af- 
flicted with all the infirmities of old age, aad, 
as we see it now, could not possibly, have survived 
longer, no matter what the character of the men 
who were seeking to displace it, the news that it was 
out came as a surprise to three persons out of four. 
In 1878 Sir John A. Macdonald himself went home 
early in the evening after hearing ‘the first retu-ns 
believeing that he had no chance of coming back 
into power and it was well on to midnight when he 
was roused to celebrate the most striking political 
turnover in Canadian history. Liberals and Con- 
servalives were dumbfounded by the changes that 
occurred on that occasion. Last week history re- 
peated itself to a very large extent. 

The most optimistic Conservative forecasts put 
the Borden majority at twenty-seven, which would 
have been made up by a large following for which 
Mr. Bourassa was responsible. It was the slump 
in Quebec that was counted on to do the work. 
Now Mr. Borden is found likely to have fifty to the 
good, while the Nationalist leader has played a com- 
paratively small part in the result, Mr. Borden being 
quite independent of him. 


e e * * 


It was Ontario, ‘of course, that did it. Outside 
of that province the Liberals had a majority. Reci- 
procity was not the good cry in the Maritime pro- 
vinces that it was expected to be. It is doubtful if 
it had an appreciable effect in Quebec. It helped 
the government ‘in the prairie provinces and while 
‘Adding to Its discomfiture ‘in British Columbia did not 
“mean the loss of more than one seat there and per- 
haps not that, ‘hings ‘being already altogether to the 
bad with it out at the Coast. 

But in Ontario it acted as a boomerang of the 
worst de scription. The Toronto Globe states that 
it was not the cause of low tariff that lost but 
that it was the sentimental effect of the agreement 
{hat was responsible. With this view ils party ally, 
the Winnipeg Free Press, wholly disagrees, It de-° 
clares that the Ontario protected interests were a- 
larmed over the effect of this limited break in {tariff 
barriers and feared that it would prove the thin edge 
of the wedge and lead to freer trade conditions ad 
along the line. 

* * * ® 

No doubt the influence to which the Free Press 
refers was a strong one in manufacturing commuut- 
lies. But what really turned the tide was nol the 
objections made to the treaty on ils economic side. 
The effect so f ras influencing imports into Canada 
was infinitesmal. Despite all the efforts to frighten 
the farmers by telling them of the competition that 
they would have to meet from half the countries on 
globe, they did not scare worth a cent. 

What really was of first class importance to in- 
dustrial and trade conditions was the fact that Can- 
adian natural products could go into the States free 
of duty. But quite independently of any action on 
our part, the republic could profoundly influence 
conditions on this side of the fine at any time by 
throwing down its barriers on our goods. The only 
remedy that we would have, in case we did not wish 
this, would be to impose export duties. But no one 
has ever had the temerity to suggest this. 


* * * s 


What the mass of Canadians objected to was the 
mere fact of enterng into iegotiations with the A- 
merican government. It was recognized that Mr. 
Taft had approached the Ottawa authorities simply 
in an effort to rehabilltate himself with the people 
from whom he intends to seek re-election next year. 
He desired to conciliate the low tariff forces and he 
did not wish to lower fhe duties on Canadian goods 
without appearing to get something in return. 

The Saturday News expressed the orinion, when 
the agreement was first announced, that the Cana- 
dian government had played no more than a think- 
ing part in the negotiations and that it was open io 
criticism as having sacrificed the self respect of the 
Dominion in doing so. It should have allowed Mr. 
Taft to make what tariff charges he considered good 
policy without reference to any action on our part. 
In lending itself to his plans, it revived once moe 
the feeling in the United Stafes that Canada cou'd 
not get along without entering into the closest rela- 
tions with its neighbor. 

For twenty years we had steered our course r°- 
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gardless of anything that had been done at Washiny- 
ton, When the American markets were denied us. 
we looked elsewhere and prospered exceedingly. 

The effectjon American opinion was marked. 
We seldom heard“dny more of the old familiar talk 
about the Stars and Stripes waving over all the ter- 
ritory from the Gulf of Mexico to the North Pole. 
The people of the south came to recognize that on 
their northern border was a nation that was dete-- 
mined to work out its destiny quite independently 
of them, 

But once it became known that our ministers had 
been a party to Mr. Taft’s scheme, the old senti- 
ments began to be expressed. Champ Clark started 
the ball rolling and others were not slow to take it 
up. 

* * * ® 

Mr. Taft did not mention the possibility of an- 
nexation, but in his famous New York speech he de- 
clared that the passing of the treaty would stop the 
movement towards closer trade relations within the 
Empire and when the man who was responsible fr 
the treaty used language like this, those who wished 
to see inter-imperial trade relations strengthened 
must have been seriously prejudiced against the goy- 
ernment’s policy. 

Then Mr. Taft went ahead and thanked the 
Hearst papers for what they had done in spreading 
his “evangel.”” They had not hesitated to work up 
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American feeling in favor of the treaty by telling 
their readers that it was paving the way to ccontinent- 
al union. One by one, hundreds of American news- 
papers took up the cry that Canada was making a 
choice of a political future. Not only the yellow 
journals but those which circulafe among the people 
of culture and intelligence, like the New York Sun 
and the North American Review, spoke with the ut- 
most freedom. The North American Review wert 
so far as to say that Canada must join the republic 
“peaceably we hope, but forcibly if need be.” 


* * » ° 


Could such language as this, circulated freely by 
the Conservative organization throughout the Do- 
minion, have any but a telling effect on public opin- 
ion? Our national and imperial spirit has develo, - 
ed to such an extent that it could not help being a- 
roused. Was it safe to allow ninety million people 
alongside our border to run away with the idea th:t 
we were anxious to link our destinies to theirs and 
to encourage them to look forward to the early re- 
alization of that dream? Such would, if we wee 
to believe the American newspapers have been tic 
result of a vote in favor of reciprocity last Thurs- 
day. Could we be true to Canada and true to the 
Empire and give it? 

This was the course of reasoning which decided 
the issue. The Saturday News has never heatd 4 
sound economic argument advanced against the pact 


but it must say that with American public opinion 
in that state it was, it was very far from a bad thing 
that Canada gave so decided an answer ard put a 
quietus, let us hope for ever, on the aspirations 
which they have been so persistently cherishing. 

There were some who could see the forces tht 
were at work well in advance of the polling day. 
Those who know the personal astuteness of Mr. Clif- 
ford Sifton and his disinclination to make forecasts 
that he has not the means of knowing will be erified, 
sil up and took notice when he declared at the e- 
ginning of the last week of the campaign that the 
Government would be defeated. He also made the 
Statement that there was not a safe Liberal seat in 
Ontario. The returns show how absolutely true 
this was, 

The Buffalo News had also a pretty fair grasp 
of the + aus "When it comes to a showdown ” 
it declared nearly a month *go, “and reciprocity is 
defeated, the dyspeptics of this tottering old nation 
will do well to remember that Champ Clark’s original 
ulterance has as much to do with it as anything.” 


The Toronto Star, a Liberal paper which put up 
avery trong fight for the government, hits off the 
case well. It has been publishing during the came 
paign a series of “Letters from a self-made Mere 
chant to his Son.” In them John Bull has been tefl. 
ing Jack Canuck why he should support reciprocity, 
On the day following the election this appeared: 

My dear Jack,---Hang expelse! I'm going to 
cable you this time instead of sending a letter. Weib, 
well, if you are not the headstrong boy! Our head 
office was ablaze with lights all night getting your 
election returns, and I may 4s well tell you that, not- 
withstanding the advice which I sent you In my let- 
ters, and. which from every economic and business 
point of yiew was sound, yet I appreciate the Im- 
pulse which caused you to disregard all this. You 
understand me? . Even although annexation was in 


-nobody’s mind, and although political consequences. 
could not find so natural, sensible and perfectly nor-- 
en thing as an' improved trading deal with the: 
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‘“gteal peopte south of you, yet the idea got’ dbroad 


Vour‘coutry that somehow your partnership with: 
FRE rope eiiptastaa 
way the result reads fo me. ett | 

At all events one thing you have done---you have 
settled beyond question any doubt that may have ex- 
isted in anybody's mind as to the reality of your 
partnership with me. = The truth {s that It needed n» 
demonstration, as far as you and I are concerned, 
Among your own people, politicians and public of 
both political parties, there is a sentiment common to 
all, a sentiment of strong Canadlanism joined with 
fidelity to British interests. 1 am sure, now that the 
election has heen won, no intelligent man will say 
that those who voted for your Liberal candhdates avs 
in favor of annexation, or are one whit less good 
Canadians than those who voted for Conservative 
candidates. You know, Jack, there should be an 
end of such talk. It can but exasperate at home 
and create a false Impression abroad. Even here 
among my people it dfsfurbs confidence, and as we 
both know, disturbs confidence unnecessarily. Your 
own country, too, fs filllng up with strangers, and it 
must have a mischlevous effect to misinform them 
as to this. Now that” your people have had thelr 
say, and by adopting a passing trade Issue to serve 
the purpose, have In such a sensational way voiced 
thelr distrust of the nelghboring republic, and em- 
phasized thelr belief in me, there should be an end 
of these bitternesses among people of your own 
household.. As far as my own relations with Uncle 
Sam are concerned, |.am hoping that-he will see that 
your main desire was to declare for good and all 
your adhe rence to me, a declaration which does not 
prevent ‘he more cordial relations between the 
great English-spaking families." 

Of course (here were other agencies at work be- 
sides reciprocity. It Is doubtful if the go. ernment 
would have withstood another appeal to the country 
in any case. It had been in power quite long en- 
vugh for the party’s or the country’s good. There 
are inevitable weaknesses which spring up 
froma long tenure in office and it is well for a pirty 
to go out on a live Issue and before decrepit old age 
has set in. Liberals now enter on the work of o}- 
position a very far from demoralized — state. 
Sir Wilfrid = Laurier has stated that 
under the circumstances so many of his former fleu- 
tenants having been defeated, he feels called upon 
fo abandon the intention which he expressed: during 
the campaign of retirig from parliament in case his 
administration sustained a reverse, This is suffi- 
cient to put new heart Into his followers and must 
gave atisfaction to all but extremepartizans. We 
have too few men of outstanding ability in public 
life to be able to stand fhe loss of the services of such 
a one as Sir Wilfrid.

R. E.R. Patterson has an article in the last 
Canadian Courier which will be read with 
interest by all lovers of sport and partic- 

ularly those who have followed baseball. He is 
replied to by “Bleacherite’’ who defends the game 
against the strong criticism offered. Part of Mr. 
Pallerson’s article reads: 


“It is not difficult to understand how evil must 
be the results of a game thus played and thus sup- 
ported. Manly amateur sport is one of the best in- 
fluences in our civilization. The present day is 
beginning to realize it as an essential part of a libe-- 
al education. Sport teaches lessons that are not to 
be learned in college, and stands for some of the 
nobliest ideals to which our natures respond. A- 
part altogether, too, from the training it gives to a 
hody and mind, regardede =: sheer recreation, as a 
hearty reaction from bustling practical lives, as a 
source of pure and unalloyed enjoyment, adding a 
grace and beauty of ils own to existence, as a 
heightener of obscured vision:---who shall estimate 
its value? What shall we say then, of anything 
that tends to debase sport, anything that cheats and 
defrauds us of its sweet and health-giving fruits, 
making us spectators rather than players, not sen4- 
ing us forth into the green fields, ourselves to take 
a joyous part in some well-beloved pastime, but set- 
ting us in a grandstand fo get our exercise and our 
sport vicariously and watch our paid athletes who'e 
only interest in our city is that our money pays for 
their services, duping us with a pitiful parody of a 
wholesome game played in a wholesome way by 
wholesome men, encouraging unchivalrous and dis- 
houourable behavious, indulging such mad lack ot 
reason and restraint as might mark the orgies of 
syvages, fostering sinister and brutish passions 
breeding clamour rancour and insolence? 


“Surely anything with these mischevous tende.- 
cles should be stoutly resisted by every honest and 
intelligent citizen. A nation is known by the he 
roes it sets up. Consider of what sort are the In- 
fluences at work on the youth of a city where base- 
ball players are pictured, interviewed, admired, flat- 
tered, and idolized on every side. For who are 
such ardent hero-worshippers as children? = Imita- 
tion of the morals and manners of baseball can 
yleld none but the most vicious results. Our boys 
are drawn away from the games they should be 
playing by the artificially fabricated excitement of 
the diamond; they are blinded t oall the more ideal 
forms of living; they are de,raded into hysterical 
and malignant emotions; they are vulgarized by a 
behaviour that is nowhere condoned but among the 
players and supporters of baseball; they are educa- 
ted in impudence coarseness and irreverance. We 
see the later effects of this and similar influences in 
a large number of our young men---sallow weak- 
lings, who are called sportsmen only because the, 
are well versed in baseball news, dishonouring the 
glories of our language by an unintelligible and vul- 
gar cant, loud-mouthed and shallow-brained, flashy 
in manner and dress, rude and arrogant in behav- 
jour, spending their evenings loafing on street co-- 
ners, spitting and chewing gum, and leering at the 
passers-by . 

~ “Much has recently been said of the threatened 
Americanization of Canada. Baseball is a much 
more powerful influence in that direction than conm- 
mercial reciprocity. In spite of this the very pa- 
pers that profess to be the most desirous of drawing 
our country closer to the Mother Land publish col- 
umn after column of baseball news in every issue, 
giving absolute gratuitous advertisement to a weal- 
thy business organization. 

“It may be answered that professional Associ::- 
tion football in England holds a position very similar 
fo that of baseball on this continent. It is true en- 
ough that there exists this stain on the fair 'scutci-- 
eon of British sport; but there is at least one very 
important distinction to be noted. The evil of pro- 
fessional football is recognized and deplored by al- 
most all intelligent Englishmen. The game is sup- 
ported only by a certain uneducated section of the 
population, and newspapers of the better sort give 
it little r no attention. All true sportsmen are 
well aware that the whole constitution of the thing 
is fundamentally antagonistic to the principles of 
sport. And because the danger is felt and knowa 
and acknowledged, there is hope that it may ulti- 
mately be averted. The worst feature of the base- 
ball situation, on the other hand, is that the game 1+ 
patronized by all classes of our citizens, and even 
those who find no interest in it are apt to overlook 
or condone the viciousness of the thing as a mere 


manifestation of natural and harmless “animal spir- 
its.” Our best newspapers, as well as our worst, 
have apparently discovered that their readers re- 
quire full information in regard to everything con- 
nected with the game. = It is seldom that any real 
criticism *> made, and the number of those whe ser- 
iously contemplate the nature of the influence thit 
professionalism is exercising throughout our land is 
both small and inert. 

“What, then, remains to be said in conclusion? 
If there is any degree of truth in this indictment of 
professional baseball, it is clear that it should be 
abolished from our country, root and branch, and 
vigorous steps taken to encourage a personal active 
participation in real sport by our young men. As 
to the best scheme for organizing an effective cra- 
sade with these ends in view, the writer expresses 
no opinion. He wishes merely to make an earne-t 
appeal to Canadians that they give the whole matter 
some serious thought, assured that reflection w I 
end in action, and that a strong public feeling wiil 
not be at a loss for methods to accomplish its wishes 
and enforce its demands? 

The reply of ‘‘Bleacherite’ reads: 

Baseball had to become professional. It proy- 
ed to he too great a game to stay amateur. It de- 
mands that it be played by the best and brainie=t 
athletes and that they give to it not merely evea- 
ings, Saturday aflernoons and holidays, but) the. 
whole time. If amateurs could afford the time and 
hand an incentive big enough to take the place o* 
the bread and butter inceniive that it has for the 
professional, amateurs might become almost as good 
baseball players as the professionals are. But 
there’s that big ‘if.’ 

Professional baseball is worthy of public sup- 
port because of the excellence of the playing and 
of the splendid way in which it is managed. “Dirty 
plays” and disorderly scenes are of remarkably 
rare occurrence considering the great} number of 
games played and the rivalry aroused. The spec- 
lator has almost perfect assurance that he is going 
to see a real clean game. The men who are playiag 
baseball every day in the season and who are keep- 
ing themselves in proper condition between season: 
put up the best games and pull off the finest plays, 
and it is the best games and the finest plays the peo-. 
ple want to see. 

The excellence of professional baseball offeis 
a not-to-be-despised education to the spectator who 
takes his baseball sensibly. The ball game is a 
good sludy and the cleverness and self-control that 
the best players exhibit have a wholesome effect u,.- 
on the spectator. 


Also the excellence of professional baseball tea- 
ches fairness.to the spectator who is willing to ac- 
cept that teaching. The shrieking, unfair fans »/ 
their noise and unsportsmanlike actions bring di:- 
credit upon spectators fn general and lead the casual 
observer to conclude that all spectators are “poor 
sports.” But in spite of the shrieking of some fans 
the heart of the great body of the spectators is 
sound. The unsportsmanlike fan is much in evi- 
dence at Saturday and holiday games, but he is us- 
ually not to be found af the games ,layed on other 
days. At these latter games the spectators are 
very largely quiet students of baseball who applaud 
good plays by the visiting team just as readily--- 
though, of course, not as heartily--as good play: 
by the home team. 

But baseball is well conducted as compared with 
our own national game. Last week I callea atten- 
lion to the lacrosse match between the Nationals 
and the Montreal teams. The Montreal witness has 
this to say about ft:--- 


“Savageries are smiled at on the lacrosse field 
and punished by ten minutes’ suspension, — that 
would, if committed on the streets, mean years in 
the penitentiary. The photographers were wisely 
driven off the field on Saturday, lest they should 
record brutalities that emulate those of the Coloss- 
eum. But this was not done before the one which 
appears in to-day’s paper was enacted. 

“Prom the fight--shall we call it-- between the 
‘Montreals’ and the ‘Nationals’ on the ‘National’ 
ground on Saturday, three Montreal playe:s were 
carried off the field unconscious. Roberts had his 
nose smashed and his eye cut open and is {1 hospi- 
tal, punished, as our picture shows, for making a 
goal. The umpire is seen looking on. He gave 
the assailant ten minutes’ suspension. Others 
have marks that they will carry with them to the 
grave. The officials were helpless to control the 
players. The players were of the best. While 
they played lacrosse the g me was brilliantly scien- 
tific and spectacular. When they resorted to tac- 
tics of revengeful brutality it became a blot on Can- 
adian sport. The responsibility is said to be with 
the laxness of the regulations, which do not permit 
of adequate penalties. For bloody vengeance for 
the slightest real or imagined grievance the ulmost 
punishments seems to be ten minutes on the bench. 
These things are done in full view of the police. 
The police would seem to be drafted there to keep 
the permitted ruffinism of the field from becoming a 
pitched battle between the lookers on, and to see 
that the onlookers have their fill of brutality and 
hood as paid for at the gate.”

Men will have to learn to ex- 
press themselves to think rapidly, to cope with wo- 
man, nimbler of tongue and more naturally gifted as 
regards voice and appearance. The competition will 
do both sexes good. Miss Pullam Burry said that 
the great diflicully of most of the Debating Societies, 
her own club as well, was in getting the speakers {9 
keep to the point.

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-Itis not) as a silent protesi 
against the normal functions of a 
house of worship that the litile 
Chapel of the Ascension stands in 
a busy part of London.. But 
rather as furnishing a quiet spot 
dedicated to “rest, medi‘ation, 
and worship.’’ The incitemenis 
to the religious mood are found 
solely in the mural decorations 
which are the work of the late 
Frederick Shields, who in Febru- 
ary of this year ‘entered into rest’ 
before the paint was dry upon the 
last of his creations for this 
“Church of Silence.” The story of 
of this unlue enterprise is given ia 
The Ladies Home Journal (Aug- 
ust)by Rev. William E. Barton, 
whe was a friend of the painter 
and was, so the editor of this jour- 
nal fells us, among the few who 
knew intimateiv the heart and 
spirit of the artist. The chapel is 
entirely the charitable work of 
a London woman, Mrs. Russell 
Gurney, who was the ‘widow of 
a Recorder of London, who 
worthily had filled positions — of 
influence in that great city.” Dr. 
Barton gives the following ac- 
count of the inspiration and real- 
ization of this unique charity.

“Journeying through Ttuly in 
the days of her widowhood, she 
found comfort in some sort of the 
paintings that lined the walls of 
the churches of that land. It 
came to her a feeling of loneli- 
ness that she would find no such 
churches in London; and she ask- 
ed herself why should there not be 
a church in the very heart of that 
great city where people could see 
the gospel story with their ey.s 
and receive its message in silence. 
without distraction of music or 
sermon in the midst of their weari- 
ness. 

“Returning to London she told 
her thought to Lady Mount 
Templeman, and questioned 
whether an artist. could be found 
io -carry out this plan. Lady Tem- 
Meman knew such an artist, who 
had been intorduced to her by 
Dante Gabriel Rossetti. His 
name was Frederic Shields, a dec- 
orator and iustrater of note, a 
friend of Ruskin and of Holman 
Hunt---a man of gentle spirit. sim- 
ple faith, and untiring energy. 

“So one day in 1889 the two 
women found Mr. Shields in his 
studio and Mis, Gurney opened to 
him the plan, 
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“The artist responded to the 
suggestion instantly and with eag- 
erness, but pleaded that he hid 
work that would) occupy him for 
months if not years, before he 
could begin her work in any sys- 
temlic manner. Mrs. Gurney en- 
gaged him, however, on the spot, 
and offered him whatever time he 
needed for the undertaking and 
the finishing of the task. 

“This settled there followed a 
series of wearisome delays in the 
selection nd securing of a site for 
the church. It seemed at first 
that it would be a simple thing ‘o 
find o place in London for the lo- 
cation of such a chapel. Sites 
were almost selected, but negot- 
itecas, for one reason or another, 
constantly fell through. Advet- 
lisements were put in the London 
newspapers, but led to nothing 
At length, Mr. Kegan Pul, a J.on- 
don publisher, pointed out to Mrs. 
Gurney the present site. There 
was an old disused cemetery fac- 
ine Hvde Park. Tt had a little de- 
caving mortuary chapel and a 
wide lawn in front of it. Tf that 
com be secured it would be an 
ileal place. The hindrances to 
crecting this church in the front of

the old cemetery were of many 
kinds, and would have  wearied 
out any but the most earnest and 
devoted purpose.. But at last the 
place was settled upon and a deed 
of gift was secured... Mrs. Gur- 
ney was to erect and endow a 
chapel to be forever open to the 
public in daylight, but to be per- 
petually fre from use of artific- 
ial light and guarded against fire. 
It was to be a place of rest, meu- 
itation and worship. 

“Mr. Herbert P. Horne offered 
his services as architect; Mrs. Gur- 
ney herself drew her first sketch 
of the plan; Mr. Shields laid down 
the drafts, submitting a general 
scheme of interior decoration, and 
the building was at length begun. 

“For months now the artist has 
been‘at work on ¢he preliminary 
sketches, and he and Mrs. Gurney 
went over all the details of the 
plan of the building. She had a 
p.emonition that she would never 
live to see it completed, but earn- 
estly she longed to see the wails 
finished and a few of the pictures 
in place. On March 18th, 1896, 
after many months of labor, the 
chapel was not only finished as to 
its exterior, but the general 
scheme or framework of the inter- 
ior had also been wrought out. 
On that day Mr. Shields and Mrs. 
Gurney stood within the chapel, 
thanked God and took courage. 
The paintings were not yet in 
place, but the ornamental panels 
of the enclosing woodwork, the 
small monochrome figures at the 
panel intersections, and the friezes 
above the spaces where the 1 sin- 
cipal paintings were to be installed 
were actually completed, the scaf- 
folding was removed, and Mrs. 
Gurney was able to see enough of 
the promise of her plan to fill her 
heart with great and radiant joy. 

“The later years of her life con 
tained much of weakness and pain 
but from time to time she was 
able to visit the chapel and ee 
the progress of her labor, and 
constantly, by voice and letter. 
she encouraged and assisted the 
artist. In 1897 Mrs, Gurney pass- 
ed away.”' 

As the visitor approaches the 
open door he reads on a simpie 
tablet these words:

“We step inside and find a wide 
vestibule extending the whole 
width of the chapel; seats are 
pliced there, and we are at liber- 
ty to si’ and rest and converse to- 
rether if we care to do so. From 
the walls of the vestibule a few 
paintings look down upon ns, the 
central one of which is that of 
‘The Good Shepherd.’ This is 
one of the oldest and most con- 


stant of artistic representations of 
Christ is the first painting that 
strikes one’s eye on entering the 
vestibule. 


“Once inside the door that di- 
vides the outer from the inner 
shrine, we stand silent and over- 
whelmed. ‘She room is spacious 
and well proportioned and lighted 
from above; fits form and genera 
appearance are distinctly eccles- 
iastical. There are no arches nor 
pillars to obstruct the vision, and 
every square foot of the four 
walls is covered with religious 
paintings permanently wrought 
into the structure of the building. 
Not even the Sistine Chapel at 
Rome impresses us more with a 
sense of the (nagnitude of the 
undertaking, and this grows upon 
us when we remember that while 
the ceiling of the Sistine Chapel 
and the ‘Last Judgment’ at the 
end were wrought by Michelan- 
gelo,, the paintings on the side 
walls are the work of many 
hands. But this church in Lon- 
don is the creation of a single 
hand; one artist, and one only, 
toiled through the years of this 
stupendous task. Not fewer than 
two hundred paintings, many of 
them nearly Iffe-size, are wrought 
into the building.’ 

Dr. Barton gives in the pa‘nt- 
er’s own words a summary of the 
paintings and the spirit that actua- 
ted him in producing them: 

“Do not look too much at the 
separate pictures. Though each 
of them has its story, itis the plan 
as a whole which I want you io 
understand. Above the door as 
you enter is the circular painting 
of ‘Adam and Eve in Eden.’ On 
one side is ‘The Creation of Man,’ 
life being wafted into the beautiful 
form by the breath of the Crea- 
tor. And how shall I picture the 
Creator? Asan old man? No. 
The Creation of Man was prophe- 
tic of the Christ. What better 
can we do than think of the spirit 
that was in Christ as the spirit 
which God gave to man at his cre- 
ation? Opposite is ‘The Expu'- 
sion from Eden,’ but an expulsion 
not in wrath. See! the expulsion 
is an invitation. And now look 
at the side walls. On one side 
are panel pictures of the Prophets, 
nearly life-$ze---there are four- 
teen of them---and on the other 
side are fourteen Apostles, for | 
begin with John the Baptist and 
end with Paul, and so ‘the glorious 
company of the Apostles’ faces 
‘the goedly fellowship of the Pro- 
phets.’ 

“This leaves room on one side 
for thirteen immense paintings of 

2 Life of Jesus, and on the other 

fe an equal number of paintings 

mi the Acts of the Apostles. Ac- 
companying each is a text of 
Scripture. | preferred that there 
should be this word from the Bible 
itself, rather than a mere title of 
my own choosing. Below every 
principal painting is a large oblong 
and under each of =the Apostles 
andProphets is a good-sized 
square, and above each Sarge 
painting there is room for a small- 
er one, which I have utilized for 


subordinate but related paintings; 
and at the intersections there are 
spaces for pictures still smaller. 
Now each of these smaller pic- 
tures has its symbolic meaning, 
and relates itself to the principal 
theme immediately above or be- 
low. The whole comprises two 
hundred paintings, but they are a 
unit in plan. There is not a sin- 
gle brush stroke in the whole 
building but has its significance. | 
might almost say that | have nev- 
er dipt my brush in paint without 
a fervent prayer thal the meaning 
of the heart might express _ itself 
through the canvas, 

“But the great painting at the 
end, where the altar would be if 
there were an altar---this is the 
crowning glory of the work. 
Above in the spandrels on one 
side are the Wise Virgins, and on 
the other the Foolish Virgins .On 
the sides are Four Graces, life- 
size. There had to be four to bal- 
ance. Faith, Hope and Love--- 
and, who was the fourth? Pat- 


ience. Ah, my dear friend, if you 
could know the full meaning of 
the struggles of all these years you 
would know why sometimes | 
think that patience is the sum of 
all Christian graces! Below are 
the scenes of the Passion: the 
‘Crucifixion,’ with Christ on one 
side and ‘Jesus Appearing to 
Mary’ on the other; ‘Jesus Before 
the High Priest’ in one of the 
smaller spaces, and ‘Jesus Appear- 
ing to Thomas’ across from it.

allowed to appear on the books. — It may be wortn 
while to explain the situation lying behind this an- 
nouncement. The Derby sweep organized by the 
Calcutta Turf club is a gigantic affair. It has grown 
enormously within the last decade. Ten years aga, 
we believe, the first prize was rather over £20,000, 
and there were many other prizes running into the 
thousands of pounds. The tickets, ten rupees each 
(js dd) were applied for from every quarter of the 
world. The average European in India---he might 
be a strong opponent of betting at home---entered 
as a matter of course. So did the retired Anglo-

“I suppose it is prejudice; he writes, “but I have 
a feeling that nobody of this generation..can -feel a- 
bout Thackeray as we do, to whose youth he belong- 
ed. 1 can still recall the bitler pang with which | 
heard my father tell me in the very midst of what 
should have been the joyous Christmastide of 1863 
that Thackeray had died on Christmas Eve; child 
though | was, it darkened the whole world for me. 

1 still remember the first time | heard of ‘Vanity 
Fair’ from a school fellow, and how amazed ond 
puzzled | was with the words on the title-page---‘A 
Novel without a Hero.’ Why, in those early Victor- 
ian days the hero was the first essential of every nov- 
el; a novel without a hero! it seemed a strange joke 
or a violent piece of cynicism. It sometimes illus- 
trates to me how far we have travelled in litrature 

¥ VY} apt ayy uy) ‘pooykog Cur jo sCep ayy aduts 
work of fiction should bear some resemblance to the 
realities of life had not yet taken possession of the 
readers of literature; was almost taken for granted 
ed that life and fiction were two different things, and 
even there were those who held that fiction ceased 
to be good fiction when it began to resemble life.”’ 

And then he goes on to tll us of th book of this 
great author which made the greatest impression 07 
him. Itisa fascinating bit of description: 

“The book of Thackeray which made on my 
youth the profoundest impression was not either 
‘Vanity Fair’ or the ‘Virginians,’ n oreven the New- 
comes’; but ‘Esmond’---particularly the earlier por- 
lion of it. There are pages in that which are more 
vivid to me than passages in my own personal life, 
through which | have lived in the deepest emotion 
of real life. I have often told the story, already 
in print; but I may repeat it here that it was a pass- 
age in ‘Esmond’ which gave me the first emotion of 
peace and hope on that too memorable first day 
when | walked for the first time through the streets 
of London. 

“Trecall nearly every moment ofthat dvy with the 
extraordinary viviuness which engraves itself on the 
brain and memory when we are passing ror the first 
lime through scenes that are al once enlirély new {6 
us and which appeal to us most strongly. 1 had ar- 
rived by a cheap excursion train, of cour. e---like 
those tens of thousands of immigrants who enter 
through the mighty portals of London every day of 
the year---had taken my small and cheap breakfast 
in a little coffee shop, while the early summer sun 
was In the heavens, and had seen the first specimens 
of that eager, hard, exacting life of London in the 
early arrivals, many of them but poorly clad, who 
called out for a cup of coffee in an accent strange 
to me; and associated hitherto only with the good 
clothes, the highest station and the lordly arrogance 
of the upper classes of my own country; most of 
whom were then, as perhaps now, trained in Eng- 
lish schools and universities, and taught the tones as 
well as the idea of the race which they still repre- 
sented among my own people. And then, accom- 
panied by a fiddler and a tailor whom I had picked 
up on my travels---fascinating to me then, as every- 
body who was brought to my young mind some 
breath from the realities and experiences of life--I 
walked for miles and for hours through those terrible 
streets of London---so crowded that it looked to me 
sometimes as if | were a poor, helpless, Insignificant 
mite that must be crushed between the feet of those 
thousands of human beings that seemed to descend 
upon me from every street... | walked and walked, 
until after hours | succceeded---] had no organ of 
locality, and | would no more have gone to the ex- 
pense of a hansom than have committed suicide---i ‘n 
reaching the stage door of the Lyceum Theatre, and 
there met the one acquaintance | had then in Lon- 
don---an ex-sergeant of the old Revenue Police of 
Ireland, then stage doorkeeper in the theatre which, 
at that moment, was leased by two school-fellows 
whom | remembered when they were in pettico its 
ata little boy-and-girl school in the back street of a 
small town.

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In the midst of all the terrible fatigue, and after 
the innumerable miles and hours of walking, | found 
myself for the first time in Trafalgar Square; I sit 
down, not weary but excited, on the edge of one 
the big pools into which the fountain splashes its wa- 
ter, and suddenly I was far from London, from its 
terrible streets, from its helpless outlook, from its 
haunting spectre of death by hunger, and its loneli- 
ness, and its fierce cruelties; for life was quite easy 
and remote as in an opium-eater’s dream. For that 
plash of the fountain brought back vividly to me the 
passage in ‘Esmond’ when the husband listens to the 
fountain on the very eve of the day when he is yoing 
out to fight the duel when he is killed by the man 
who had dared to make love to his young wife. 
What an instance it is! How much more often we 
live in the unrealities of our brain than in the ever 
exciling or affrighting realities of life all around us! 
But I tell the story here rather to show what a place 
in the hearts and minds of the generation in which 
I was young the great name and works of Thackeray 
held. 

Thackeray was just eight years dead when I ar- 
rived in London. And thus it was that I very soon 
came across a number of people to whom he had 
been well known; to so some of them, indeed, known 
through all his life. Profoundly as I believe in the 
power of literature to reproduce human life, and 
sometimes to make it even more real to us---by its 
magic powers of interpretation--than it ‘s to our own 
unaided eyes, yet I always have a sense of knowing 
so much more about a human being than any book 
can tell me, if | have seen him even once in the 
flesh, or if | have met those who did know him. And 
therefore is was that 1 was intoxicated when | found 
myself sitting beside Henry Russell at the Reform 
Club one day in 1870 and heard him discourse a- 
bout Dickens and Thackeray, and all the other lit- 
erary giants which I had adored from afar. Henry 
Russell, as my readers will remember, was the au- 
tho of ‘Cheer, Boys, Cheer,’ and a number of other 
songs that were very popular in the sixties and the 
seventies. He had been a journalist for many years 
Wf his life, and when I met him was no longer young; 
and hed in him something of the sadness and bitler- 
aess that come sa often to men who ply the trade 
of living by their pens. I mention this because it 
may help {vu discount the things he said to me a- 
houl Thackeray. ; 

For to my horror, this man, who had been an 
associate of Thackeray in the days of both hard and 
ill-paid drudgery spoke of Thackeray with something 
approaching to active dislike. When Douglas Jer- 
rold sought admission to the Refo m Club, then con- 
sidered almost the blue riband of club eligibility ‘n 
London, Russell, as he told me, suggested that he 
should ask Thackeray to initiate him, and that Doug- 
las had replied that he would not ask Thackeray to 
pass the mustard to him at table.” 

Some petty quarrel, no doubt, lay at the root of 
the matter, or was it the old adage of familiarity be- 
ing given fresh point? 

Like all, or most authors who have ever created 
works of permanent value, Thackeray put in a h ord 
apprenticeship, 

It was not until the publication of ‘Vanity Pair’ 
that any adequate recognition came to him. Then 
he was thirty-six, At fifty-two he was dead. Long 
before that the the wire he so passionately adored 
had gone insane--- 

And so success and prosperity arrived, as it so 
often does, too late. 

On top of his tragic sorrow came ill health. He 
again knew what it was to want. 

Broken in spirit and constitution he started o 11 
to lecture. And I suppose they said of him, his con- 
temporaries: 

“Written out!” 

It generally takes a sod bed or a century, for 
people to appreciate the talent or genius that knocks 
at their own gate, or lives next door to them.

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O far as the prairie provinces are concerned, 
reciprocity proved a goo dissue. The gov- 
ernment was losing ground rapidly in this 
part of the Dominion on its general record. Yet ‘ts 
candidates made a much better showing than a year 
ago. The only spot where really strong feeling was 
shown against the agreement was in Winnipeg which 
feared that under the new arrangement its position as 
a trade centre would suffer, western Canadian pro- 
ducts going by its doors to American cities, In Cal- 
gary Mr. Bennett’s personality was the chief factor 
in his sweeping victory and the same was true of Mr. 
Aikins in Brandon. In the strongly rural ridings the 
government showed strong, gains, Thedistrigution 
of seafs is thé same in Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
as before, while in Alberta the two southern ridings 
were captured from the Conservatives by large ma- 
orities, 

Of especial satisfaction is the enormous majority 
that was rolled up for Dr. Clarke in Red Deer. It 
is between two and three thousand where in 1908 it 
was between two and three hundred. It fills one 
with genuine hope for an improvement in conditions 
of governnrent when a man like Dr. Clarke is able 
to achieve the success that he has. 

As for Edmonton, Mr. Oliver has a comfortable 
majority of about two thousand for which the coun- 
try districts are wholly responsible, the vote being a 
practical lie in the city. If the fight had been made 
more exclusively on his personal record there is no 
doubt Mr. Griesbach would have made a_ better 
showing. The emphasis laid upon the fiscal issue 
was quite unnecessary and undoubtedly lost the sup- 
port of many who wished to defeat Mr. Oliver and 
who yet were not in sympathy with Mr. Borden’s 
fiscal ideas, 
~The Minister of the Interlor had an excellent or- 
ganization and nothing was left undone to ensure 
victory. On the other hand that opposed to hin 
was indifferent in its character. Certainly there 
was no evidence that any of the money that it was 
reported in the Liberal press had been sent into Can- 
ada to defeat the government found its way in this 
direction. 

On top of all this the appeal that was made to 
the electors that they could not afford to give up Cab 
inet representation undoubtedly carried much weight 
while the government services were agle to exert 
no small influence. [ff the change of government 
could have been foreseén, it would have made a vast 
difference in Edmonton. 

All things considered, therefore, the verdict that 
the constituency gave was very far from the personal 
vindication that Mr. Oliver was so eager to obtain. 
If redistribution had preceded the election and the 
city had been made a separate constituency, he 
- would have stood a poor chance of being returned 
for it. It has practically doubled in population in 
three years but the Liberal majority was pulled down 
from 652 to 20.

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Improved lands show a larger increase than the 
total acreage. The total of improved lands in 1900 
was 414,499,000 and in 1910 the improved land 
had risen to 477,448,000 acres, a gain of 15.2 per 
cent.; yet this increase was only two-thirds of the 
rate of population growth. 

In contrast with the slow growth in the number 
and ac-eage of farms, the rise in value of farm lands 
was noteworthy. In 1900 far mlands exclusive of 
buildings were valued at $13,058,800,000 and ‘n 
1910 the value had risen to $28,386,770,000 ora 
total increase of $$15,328,762,000, an advance of 


117.4 per cent. The average value o farm lands 


throughout the United States per acre increased from 
$15.50 in 1900 to $32.49 in 1910. The factors 
which have contributed to this rapid advance in val- 
ue are set down at the cost of improving what were 
previously unimproved lands, and the practical dis- 
appearance of desirable free land for homesteads. 
That similar and other causes will bring about a 
material advance in the average price of the Can- 
adian West's farm lands in the coming ten years can- 
not be well gainsaid. But the logic of averages can- 
not be blindly followed by purchasers. Even if there 
were absolute assurance that farm lands in the West 
would double their average price ina very few years 
it would not mean that a tareless purchaser--going it 
blind--must necessarily win out on his deal. Even 
in this fertile West, some lands are dearer at $19 
an acre than others at $40--and not all sellers are so 
disinterested that the purchaser can afford to take 
their say so.
